The Other Side 


The many sides of Bill Hartack were 
never better illustrated than in stories 
appearing now in 3 different publications. 

In The Blood-Horse this week is a re- 
port from Neal Eskridge that the jockey 
has fired his agent. Howard (Scratch) 
Pestano, who had held the job since Chic 
Lang left it in April. A briefer account 
was in Daily Racing Form: 


“I'm not dissatisfied with the job 
Scratch has done for me.” Hartack said. 
“But when he took the job it was only 
supposed to be a temporary thing any- 
how. It has lasted 3 months, and I have 
done just about as well as I did before 
he worked for me. But that’s not good 
enough. I want to keep doing better all 
the time. When I get a new agent. I want 
to ride more winners than I’ve ever ridden 
before. If I don’t, then TIl just go out 
and hire still another one.” 

Publication of the Form’s piece followed 
by only a few days quite another story in 
Sports Illustrated. In this one a gentleman 
called at the rider’s home in Miami 
Springs, and asked him if he would agree 
to sponsor one or two baseball teams in 
a league for 4- to 8-year-olds. 

“Why just a couple? I'll underwrite the 
whole league.” Hartack said. 

The league at last count had grown to 
400 youngsters, and Hartack had picked 


up a total tab (for uniforms, balls, bats, 
etc.) amounting to $781.15. 


Bally Ache's Ankle 


Joe Arnold, of Versailles and Lexing- 
ton, organizer of the Turfland group which 
bought Bally Ache before his Preakness 
Stakes victory, last week made the follow- 
ing response to an inquiry concerning the 
colt: 

“He twisted an ankle and created a 
water pocket on the back of the joint. The 
water did not come back after being 
drained, and Dr. Reed asked for an re- 
ceived permission to use X-ray therapy 
on the ankle for 6 days. It looked like 
we would be pressing to get ready for 
the Arlington Classic, so we blistered the 
ankle on the seventh day and rested the 
colt. He has been coming around. and he- 
is now going to go first in the Ventnor 
Turf race at Atlantic City and then in 
the American Derby.” 


Hall of Fame 


Two additional horses, a jockey. and a 
trainer have been elected to the National 
Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame. A 
nation-wide poll of sportswriters, racing 
officials, and horsemen selected Native 
Dancer and Tom Fool, jockey Ralph 
Neves. and the late trainer William Mol- 
ter. Native Dancer had a 51-vote edge over 
Tom Fool. which saved his place on the 
honor roll by 23 votes over Round Table.

Saratoga Opens 


On a Strong 


Results of the first 2 nights at Saratoga 
indicated that the yearling market there 
was at least as strong as last year’s. A 
total of 90 yearlings passed through the 
ring, bringing $623,200, average of 
$6,924. At the first 2 sessions in 1959, 
93 head had brought $605,500, average 
$6,522. 

The top price of the first 2 nights was 
the $30,000 which John W. Hanes spent 
for an imported filly by *Tudor Minstrel. 
consigned by John Galvin’s Tremare Stud, 
Inc. Galvin, father of Patricia (Trish) 
Galvin, the U. S.’s top Olympic dressage 
rider, had acquired the filly and 4 others 
in England, reselling all of them on Mon- 
day night at Saratoga for an average of 
$20,900. 

With most of the major consignments 
scattered through the last 3 nights of the 
sale, the 1960 Saratoga market promised 
to be at least as strong as that of 1959, 
when a total of 249 yearlings sold for 
$2,775,300, average $11,145. 


Monday Night, August 8 


The Saratoga yearling market opened 
on a high pitch, 45 head passing through 
the ring for $284,000. average $6,311. 
Twenty-five colts brought $140,100, aver- 
age $5,604. and 20 fillies sold for $143.- 
900. average $7,195. 

The strength of the market. and partic- 
ularly of the fillies, could be ascribed 
chiefly to the 5-head consignment of John 
Galvin’s Tremare Stud Company. The 
highest prices of the evening were in this 
group, all of which had been acquired 
abroad. A filly by *Tudor Minstrel out of 
the Oaks and One Thousand Guineas win- 
ner *Musidore, bought as a weanling at 
Newmarket for 12.000 guineas ($35.280). 
was sold to John W. Hanes for $30,000. 
The underbidder for an undisclosed client 
was L. P. Doherty. A Persian Gulf—Da- 
mask filly, bought at Newmarket for 8.100 
guineas ($15,714). was knocked down to 
Mickey Walsh for $29.000. and a colt by 
Relic out of Gregos, a half-sister to the 
Belgian Oaks winner Kasdagh., acquired 
for 1,200 guineas ($3.528) at Ascot last 
November. sold to T. Ryan for $22,500. 
The Tremare horses had been brought 
here for Galvin, of Santa Barbara, Calif., 
by Capt. Cyril Harty.

Shoemaker — — 


Cuicaco. The biggest holdup since The 
Great Train Robbery was pulled off at 
Arlington Park last week by a 105-pound 
desperado named Willie Shoemaker. Shoe- 
maker stole the $50.000-added Laurance 
Armour Memorial Handicap with C. V. 
Whitney’s Dotted Swiss. which had arrived 


in Chicago after notching 5 consecutive 
victories. including 3 stakes. at Hollywood 
Park. 

The 9-furlong Armour figured as a 3- 
horse race between Dotted Swiss (122 
pounds). Calumet Farm’s On-and-On 
(122). and Claiborne Farm’s Dunce 


Dotted Swiss, one of the major developments of the year in California, invaded 
Chicago and whipped Resolved in the 9-furlong Laurance Armour Handicap. 
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“He's a Fine Horse” 


(120). The other 4—Resolved, *Martini 
II, Santiago, and Polylad—were outsiders. 
On-and-On, however. was a late scratch. 
trainer Jimmy Jones explaining that the 
horse had a slightly bruised heel. 

Dotted Swiss broke on top, and there 
he stayed despite a slow pace. It took 
:492, for the first half-mile, 1:1324 for 6 
furlongs. and 1:3744 for a mile. Resolved. 
noted mostly for his grass-running ability, 
made a move in  mid-stretch, coming 
abreast of Dotted Swiss briefly, but Shoe- 
maker then let out a notch and Dotted 
Swiss won by 11% lengths. Resolved was 
3% lengths clear of Dunce. 

Always close to the rail, where he ap- 
parently likes to be, Dunce was a close 
third most of the way. He made a couple 
of ineffectual moves, but was _ losing 
ground to the top pair in the last sixteenth. 
He simply did not have his usual stretch 
kick. Dotted Swiss ran the final furlong 
in :1215 to pull away from Resolved. The 
quarters for the mile were nice and 
steady: :25. :2424, :24, and :24%4. 

Working one midafternoon several days 
before the race. Dotted Swiss gave Shoe- 
maker an extremely fast ride—6 furlongs 
in 1:0935, handily. Whether or not the 
Armour result would have been different 
if Resolved or another horse had pushed 
Dotted Swiss or taken the lead is prob- 
lematical. It seemed to us he won rather 
handily as an 11-10 favorite should. 

“It was no problem at all,” Shoemaker 
said. “I picked my spot in the track where 
I wanted to be—a little path that was 
harder than the rest. I got Dotted Swiss 
on it, and I followed it all the way. He’s a 
fine horse.” 

The track was fast. A $4,000 plater ran 
6 furlongs in the first race in 1:10. And 
in the race preceding the Armour, the 
good sprinter Charlie’s Song sped 7 fur- 
longs in 1:2224. four-fifths of a second 
slower than the track mark held by 
Swoon’s Son. 

The Armour marked the third-consecu- 
tive Saturday that Arlington’s big race had 
gone to a California-based horse making 
his first start of the season at the track. 
Two weeks earlier, T. V. Lark had taken 
the Arlington Classic and 7 days after 
that Pappa’s All had won the Arlington 
Futurity. 

Dotted Swiss’ final time of 1:50 was 
well over the track record of 1:471% held 
by Round Table and the stakes mark of 
1:4824 established by Better Bee over a 
dull strip in 1959. 

In his last start Dunce, under 121

pounds, had failed by the margin of a nose 
of catching Intentionally in the Equipoise 
Mile, clocked in 1:342%5. That Dotted 
Swiss can run fast no one doubts. He took 
an overnight race in 1:34%5 at Hollywood 
Park, carrying 120 pounds, before winning 
the 114-mile Cortez Handicap (124), the 
114-mile Hollywood Park Gold Cup (107). 
and the 154-mile Sunset Handicap (120). 


Trains in the Barn 


Earlier in the week Fred W. Hooper 
won the one-mile Cleopatra Handicap for 
3-year-old fillies with a horse which sel- 
dom visits the race track, Dotty Kirsten. 

“That’s right,” said trainer Chuck 
Parke, “I seldom have her on the race 
track, even to gallop. She does almost all 
her training right in the barn, just walking 
under the shed. She’s a finely made mare. 
not really a top one I don’t think, and she 
doesn’t need much work. She last ran 9 
days before the Cleopatra, and I had her 
on the track once, just breezed her a half 
in :50. Nope, I never had a horse I trained 
like her before.” 


Dotty Kirsten (named for the opera 
singer, of course) won a maiden race in 
6 starts at 2. “I put her away after she 
ran 2 bad races at Aqueduct last fall,” 
Parke said. “Some people told me _ that 
Count Fleets usually develop from 2 to 
3, so I gave her every chance to grow.” 
Dotty Kirsten came back to the races at 
Washington Park in early June and to the 
Cleopatra she had taken 3 overnight races 
in 6 starts. 

Ralph Lowe’s Taboo (117), which had 
routed Dotty Kirsten and others in a 6- 
furlong race run over the slop 9 days 
earlier, was the 7-to-5 favorite. The track 
was muddy. With Shoemaker up, Taboo 
broke fastest. and came into the final bend 
3 lengths on top. Then she began to drift 
out, and faltered badly as Brulio Baeza 
sneaked Dotty Kirsten (111) through on 
the rail. Dotty Kirsten went on to win by 
1144 lengths over S. D. Hinkle’s Willow 
Dare (108). a 51-to-1 shot, with Hasty 
House Farms’ Prim Flower (110), held at 
11-to-1, finishing third. Peter Fuller’s top- 
weighted Julie Kate (120) was ninth in 


the field of 11. Taboo wound up fifth. 
Dotty Kirsten needed 1:41 for the mile. 
Taboo went the first half in :4675, 6 fur- 
longs in 1:12%%.

Bothered and Bewildered 


Oceanport. Bill Hartack, the former 
3-time national riding champion, conclud- 
ed his poorest meeting in a long time by 
riding only 25 winners in 145 mounts at 
Monmouth Park and failing to ride at all 
on 21 of the 50 days. Less than a week 
before the end of the meeting he dismissed 
his second agent in 4 months. 


“What he needs,” said Howard 
(Scratch) Pestano, the short-lived succes- 
sor to Chick Lang, “is somebody who will 
see him only 5 minutes a day—somebody 
who will call him on the phone at night 
or see him when he gets to the track in 
the morning and say, ‘You're riding this

horse and this one and that one tomorrow, 
good-bye.” And it'll have to be somebody 
Bill asks to take the job, not somebody 
who asks him for it. 

“Bill and I were friends for a long 
time before he asked me to book his 
mounts, but if I kept on working for him, 
we wouldn’t be friends too much longer. 
I'm glad it’s over. These 2-hour sessions 
at night, arguing over horses I put him on, 
were getting to be too much. I just 
couldn’t seem to please him. I don’t know 
if anybody can. This idea that he’s got to 
win to prove he’s the best has affected 
him more than anybody knows. It’s even 
affected his health, but he won’t listen to 
a doctor.” 

Hartack outlined his reasons for the 
break-up as he sipped a bowl of broth in 
the Monmouth Park jockeys’ quarters. It 
was before noon and he had been at the 
track since 7 a. m., canvassing the stable 
area as his own agent. 


“I Want To Do Better” 


“IT just feel like I want to make a 
change. Scratch did a good job, consider- 
ing that he had never been an agent be- 
fore. But I think a fellow with more 
experience could get me better mounts. 

“And I wish people wouldn't say I’ve 
fired Seratch. When I asked him to book 
my mounts last spring at Gulfstream, I 
said it was only temporary. but none of 
the newspapermen mentioned that. So it 
lasted longer than a few weeks, and every- 
body took it for granted it was a perman- 
ent thing. It isn’t and never was. 

“Look—I’m out to win races. I guess I 
rode as many winners with Scratch as I 
did with Chick. but I'm not looking to 
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keep on doing as good as I did before. I 
want to do better all the time. I’m looking 
for a new agent. and if I don’t do better 
with him than I’ve ever done. then I'll go 
out and get another new agent. 

“I missed a lot of days at this meeting. 
Some of them I was out of town for stakes 
races at other tracks. The rest? Well. I 
just took off for a vacation at home in 
Florida because I felt I needed it. I could 
feel myself going stale. Every rider gets 
that way once in a while. I usually get set 
down a couple times a year. and that’s 
the same as taking a vacation. But do you 
realize I haven’t drawn a suspension in 
almost a year? So what’s everybody talk- 
ing about my taking off for a few weeks?” 

The afternoon before. Hartack and the 
Bohemia Stable’s Kelso had the 
$50.000-added Choice Stakes. Monmouth’s 
top attraction for 3-year-olds. by 7 lengths. 
It was an engagement that Pestano had 
made for Hartack. Pestano recalled that 
he had had a tough time making it. 

“(Trainer Carl) Hanford wanted Bill to 
ride this horse in Chicago 10 days ago in 
the Arlington Classic. But when I called 
Bill in Florida. he was sort of vague. He 
said the doctor told him to take another 
week off. When this race came up here. 
Hanford could have had any rider on the 
grounds. This might just be the top 3-year- 
old in the country before the year’s out. 
But I asked him to give Bill a shot. and 
we got the mount. It could very easily 
have gone the other way.” 

Hartack still had no agent when he left 
for the opening of the Atlantic City meet- 
ing. although 3 names were being rumored 
—Buddy Wingfield. Goldie Mitchell (who 
had Ted Atkinson). and Charlie Wells 
(currently Joe Culmone’s agent). 

“I’m considering several agents.” was 
all the rider would say. “But for a while. 
I want to make my own mounts. I want 


to be free to go where I want to go. Maybe 
I'd like to go over to Europe to ride in 
a big race. I’ve often thought about it. 

“What I'd really like to do some day is 
take a whole year and go around the 
world riding at every big track. But I’m 
not going to until I’m financially secure, 
which I’m not. What I mean is, if I went 
on a trip and never won a race, I wouldn’t 
have to worry about not making any 
money. But I'd like to go over in the 
fall and ride in that big race in France 
(the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe) if I 
could get a top mount. Then, if I won, I’d 
like to ride the horse back in the Interna- 
tional at Laurel. That’s something no other 
American rider has ever done. 

“I’ve never won the International. Last 
year when I rode *Tudor Era, I knew that 
big son-of-a-gun Bald Eagle was gonna 
beat me. I don’t think any horse in the 
world could have beat him that day. Yes.. 
Scratch got me Bald Eagle when Ycaza 
got hurt. and I could have ridden him 
back in the Brooklyn if Yceaza hadn’t got- 
ten over that spill before the doctors said 
he would. Captain Guggenheim told me 
right after we lost the Suburban that he 
expected me to ride the horse back. 


“I Was Never So Bewildered” 


“IT was never so bewildered in my life 
as I was after I lost on that horse. I just 
didn’t know what to think. He’s a big 
awkward horse, and he sort of throws him- 
self with every stride. He was packing a 
lot of weight that day (133 pounds), and 
I guess he just couldn’t handle it on an 
off track. But I sure felt awful about 
losing that race because I think Bald 
Eagle is the best horse in the country 
right now. I kept blaming myself until he 
ran the same kind of race again in the 
Brooklyn with Ycaza. It eased my mind.”

Trainer Tom Barry announced on Au- 
gust 3 that the 1960 Belmont winner *Cel- 
tic Ash had bowed a tendon in his right 
fore leg and had been taken out of train- 
ing. Immediate steps were taken by the 
Virginians Edward Stevenson, W. E. 
Schlusemeyer, and Dr. Frank to 
organize a syndicate to purchase the horse 
from the estate of the late Joseph E. 
O’Connell, and this week Stevenson, as 
spokesman for the group, said that over 
half of the 30 $6,000 shares had been 
sold. 

In addition to the 3 organizers, share- 
holders include C. M. Baxter, Daniel Van 
Clief, Tyson Gilpin, Howell E. Jackson, 
George L. Ohrstrom, and Charles Tomp- 
kins. 

*Celtic Ash is at the Atlantic City race 
course and after the Saratoga sales he 
will be taken to Dr. O’Keefe’s Pine Brook 
Farm, near Warrenton, Va., where he will 
stand in 1961. 

*Celtic Ash, a stoutly constructed chest- 
nut, was conceived in France. foaled in 
England, raised in Ireland, and raced in 
the United States. His sire, Sicambre, was 
the best of his year in France, where he 
was beaten but once in 9 races at 2 and 3. 
The dam, Ash Plant, won the Pretty Polly 
Stakes, one of Ireland’s most important 
tests for fillies. Before *Celtic Ash, she 
had produced *Winged Mercury, third in

the 1957 Jerome Handicap, and *North 
Pole II, winner of the 1960 Edgemere 
Handicap. 

*Celtic Ash this year won his first 2 
races, then finished third in the Preak- 
ness Prep, Preakness, and Jersey Derby. 
He won the Belmont by 514 lengths from 
the Kentucky Derby winner Venetian Way 
and 5 others. 


*Day Court to Elmendorf 


*Day Court, a 5-year-old horse by Pe- 
tition—Joyce Grove. by Bois Roussell, will 
enter the stud next year at his owner’s 
Elmendorf Farm, Lexington. 

Purchased from the 1956 Saratoga sales 
for $11.500 by trainer W. A. Kelley, acting 
for Max H. Gluck, *Day Court won 8 of 
66 races. placed 24 times, and earned 
$206.649. 

At 3 he was second in the Hartford 
Handicap and third in the Dwyer Handi- 
cap. Last year he won the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup Handicap in record time and finished 
first in the Massachusetts Handicap, ahead 
of Air Pilot and Bald Eagle, but was dis- 
qualified and placed second. He was sec- 
ond in the Sunset Handicap, third in the 
Armed, Green Valley. Valley Forge, Grey 
Lag. and Stymie Handicaps. Before his re- 
tirement this year he was third in the New 
Orleans and Magic City Handicaps. 

The fee and the conditions under which 
he will stand have not been announced. 


Arenales Stud Dispersal 


Philippe Danglade, manager of the late 
Prince Aly Khan’s Haras Arenales at 
Maracay. Venezuela, recently returned 
from Paris, where he met with the exe- 
cutors of the estate. “To follow his last 
instructions,” he reports, “we have to sell 
all his Arenales stud farm. The bloodstock 
must be sold by public auction and the 
land may be sold privately or by public 
auction.” The sale will be on Septem- 
ber 28. 


The Arenales Stud was founded a few 
years ago as the principal New World out- 
post of the vast Thoroughbred empire de- 
veloped by the Aga Khan III and Prince 
Aly. It comprises 400 well appointed 
acres, about 38 broodmares, mostly young 
ones from the French and Irish studs, and 
the young stallions Beigler Bey and 
Shikar. 

More than 30 of the mares are reported 
in foal, by northern hemisphere timing, to 
Beigler Bey, Shikar, and the Nearco horse 
Voluntario (formerly Spokesman), sire of 
the top-class native runner Postin. 


No Control of Sex 


In the Cornell Veterinarian of July, Dr. 
S. D. Vesselinovitch, of the Department of 
Medicine and Surgery of the Ontario Vet- 
terinary College, reported on his experi- 
ments to determine whether electrophore- 
sis of spermatozoa could be used in con- 
trolling sex. 

Machowka and Schegaloff had written 
in 1935 that spermatozoa, when exposed 
to direct current, migrated toward anode 
or cathode, and 6 years later Schroeder 
reported that offspring of rabbits arti- 
ficially inseminated with anode-migrating 
spermatozoa were about 80 per cent fe- 
males, and those of rabbits inseminated 
with cathode-migrating spermatozoa were 
80 per cent males. Later investigations 
gave conflicting results. 

Dr. Vesselinovitch, after reporting in de- 
tail on experiments with bovine sperma- 
toza, gave another negative answer to a 
question which has fascinated man since 
long before Adam. He concluded that “we 
believe it is sound to state that there are 
no solid grounds at present on which to 
assume that true electrophoresis of sper- 
matozoa may solve the problem of sex 
control.” 

Separation of spermatozoa was found to 
depend upon several factors. Immotile 
cells were drawn toward the anode, and 
those of high motility swam toward both 
electrodes at random. Biological tests re- 
vealed no significant difference in the 
number of males conceived from fractions 
taken from the 2 poles. “It is obvious that 
this biological test negates successful con- 
trol of the sex ratio by electrophoresis 
under experimental conditions.”

In July he raced 3 more 
times without winning, and after going unplaced 
in the Brooklyn Handicap on August 1, he was 
re-examined by Dr. Reed, who then operated to 
relieve a paralyzed vocal cord that had restricted 
the colt’s breathing when he was under pressure.

The Test Stakes closed on July 15 with 58 
nominations, and on August 2, the day before the 
race, 23 starters were named through the entry 
box.

Mrs. S. George Zauderer, wife of a New York 
hotel operator, began racing a small stable of horses 
in 1950, and in 1952 she won the Test Stakes with 
the *Heliopolis filly Gay Grecque, which she had 
claimed for $5,000 the previous year.

ITALY 
Malhoa beats the 3-Year-Olds 


After the fillies Marguerite Vernaut. 
Rosmerta. Santa Severa., and Caorlina had 


finished 1-2-3-4 in the 1'-mile Gran 
Premio d'Italia. Santa Severa the 


only 3-year-old filly to run against males 
of various ages in the Gran Premio di 
Milano. over a distance of 1% miles. The 
3-year-old colts which opposed the 6 older 
horses were the Italian Derby winner and 
second Fils d’Eve and Asopo and Clock’s 
Court. 

Fils d’Eve took the risk of making the 
pace. with Santa Severa second, and both 
of them faded when put under attack. 
The winner, by 2 lengths, was the 5-year- 
old Malhoa (Tenerani—Macchietta, by 
Niccolo dell’Arca), and second was 
Clock’s Court (Supreme Court—Clock- 
wise, by Turkhan), 3 lengths ahead of 
the 4-year-old Toukaram (Wild Risk— 
Tete-a-Tete, by Finglas). Fils d’Eve and 
Santa Severa were next at the finish. 

Malhoa provided the Razza Dormello- 
Olgiata with its 22nd victory in the Gran 
Premio di Milano. The winner is by the 
good stayer Tenerani (Bellini—Tofanella, 
by Apelle). sire of *Ribot and his sister 
Rossellina. winner of the classic Premio 
Elena in 1960. Malhoa’s dam, Macchietta, 
out of Milldoria, by Milton, traces to Petit 
Bleu, granddam of the noted runner and 
producer Teresina. 


ENGLAND 
The Goodwood Meeting 


Lonpon. British horse players took 
their biggest hiding of the 1960 season 
at the annual Goodwood meeting when 
only 7 favorites —4 of them at odds-on 
— were successful in the 25 races run over 
the 4 days. Four odds-on favorites, in- 
cluding the Derby winner St. Paddy. were 
beaten. 

St. Paddy started at 11 to 8 for the 
18,-mile Gordon Stakes (£5.618) on July 


TRACK FOR ISRAEL 


According to press services. Israel 
will have a mile race track in the near 
future. It will be the first in the history 
of the Jewish state which was_ pro- 
claimed in 1948. To be constructed near 
Tel Aviv. the plant will include a 
grandstand with seats for 3,000  per- 
sons. Local and foreign investors are 
planning to spend $1.000.000 with the 
hope of conducting the first meeting 
late this fall. 


28. It was his first outing since his great 
victory at Epsom, and although it was 
known that his trainer Noel Murless had 
given him an easy time since the Derby. 
it was considered that St. Paddy would 
be good enough to take care of the field 
of 7. 

However. after Lester Piggott had sent 
him into the lead 2 furlongs from home, 
the Derby winner was unable to quicken in 
the final stages and was beaten half a 
length by Lord Sefton’s Kipling, a colt by 
Narrator out of the Bois Roussel mare 
Fair Ranger. 

There was no doubt that St. Paddy was 
short of work, for he was blowing heavily 
after the race. but his trainer would surely 
not have sent him to Goodwood if he had 
not thought he was fit enough to do him- 
self justice. He will run next in the 
Voltigeur Stakes at York, a little more 
than 3 weeks before the St. Leger (Sep- 
tember 10). 

Before his defeat, it had been thought 
that St. Paddy would start at odds on 
for the St. Leger. But the last of the 
classics is now wide open, and it will be 
surprising now if the French and Irish 
do not make a big attempt to win this 
valuable prize, since not one of the run- 
ners in the Epsom Derby has been able 
to win a race of any description since. 

Kipling. a magnificent colt which seems 
to improve each time he runs, must now 
be regarded as a likely St. Leger prospect. 
He only ran once as a 2-year-old and did 
not strike winning form till July 8, when 
he carried 114 pounds to victory in a 
114-mile handicap at Manchester. He fol- 
lowed this up by giving weight all round 
and winning the Cranbourn Chase Stakes 
(144m) at Ascot in July, but even this 
performance did not stamp him as a Leger 
possible. in fact it was not till he had 
beaten St. Paddy that Lord Sefton de- 
cided to have him trained for the Don- 
caster classic. 

Another big Goodwood shock was the 
defeat of Sing Sing. champion 2-year-old 
of 1959. which started at odds-on for the 
5-furlong King George Stakes, only to be 
beaten a head by Bleep Bleep (Hard 
Sauce—Curtsey), a colt which had been 
hobdayed recently. 

The 6-furlong Stewards Cup, one of the 
heaviest betting races of the year, was 
won by the 20-to-1 outsider Monet, which 
beat the favorite Deer Leap by a short 
head. but the Goodwood Stakes and the 
Goodwood Cup both went to favorites. 

Predominate, an 8-year-old by Preciptic 
out of Garryhinch, won the “Stakes” for 
the third year running, and the Italian- 
owned, British-trained, Irish-bred 4-year- 
old Exar made all the running to win the 
Cup from Predominate, which had won 
so easily the previous day that it was de- 
cided to run him again. 

Exar, by *Arctic Prince—Excelsior, by 
Owen Tudor, is owned by Dr. Carlo Vitta-

However. when you say on page 
99 of your July 9 issue that the odds 
against a penny coming up heads 4 times 
in succession are 31 to 1, quaere. When I 
am stuck at the track.
